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Profit From Misfortune 


EW things are so bad that there is no good in thenr at all; while the 

F shortage of fuel has become the motorist’s ill wind, the exceptional 

conditions it brings with it may yet be turned to some good. There is 

the example of British Railways, which have been having a thin time in recent 

years and are regarded by many as a dreary means of transport. But they are 

the nation’s railways, of enormous importance to the country’s economy, and 

everyone should feel concerned over their well-being. Now with a great deal 

of extra traffic—passengers and goods—compelled to use their services, they 

have an excellent opportunity of demonstrating to new customers and to others 
who had deserted them, the improvements which have been made. 

Since the war the slowness and inefficiency of the railways have driven both 
people and goods to the roads. To the extent that this has added to the pleasure 
of travel or expedited deliveries of goods it is to be applauded, but matters 
have gone much further and wholly unsuitable cargoes are to be seen selfishly 
cluttering. ap our normally overcrowded highways, and jamming traffic in towns 
and cities in a manner disadvantageous for everyone. The problems of the 
moment offer more than a simple challenge to the railways. 

Then there are the roads themselves. With traffic reduced to a trickle for 
several months to come, now is the ideal time for highway authorities to tackle 
the many overdue improvements, of the type which cause dislocation. 

Finally, may we suggest that those many hard-worked vehicles which could 
never quite be spared for the overhaul they need can now be turned in for 
proper attention? When they emerge again, they will be pleasanter and safer 
to drive and will make better use of the small fuel ration they receive. 


Easy Does It 


THE tedious business of slow-speed running-in may not be with us much 
longer, and some manufacturers have already ceased to recommend a speed 
limitation. -There are few owners who could explain why the time-honoured 
procedure—30 m.p.h. for the first 1,000 miles—might still be desirable, now that 
the days of bearing high-spots are past. Even the warning against flogging an 
engine at low speed in a high gear (much more significant than overspeeding 
on a light throttle) applies as much to the whole life of an engine as to its running- 
in period. During the early running hours the object should be to get components 
bedded in and work-hardened as quickly as possible under light loading. 

Very few cars are really free-running and settled under 5,000 miles, and 
plenty of them improve in performance up co 10,000 or even 12,000 miles. This 
is borne out by road test results and, incidentally, explains why some owners get 
better performance figures than those recorded in our road tests. Because 
everyone is anxious to read impressions and figures for new cars as soon as 
possible the vehicles provided have too often covered no more than 1,000 miles. 

Finally we may add that the kind of use to which a car is put can have a 
profound effect on engine life. To nurse an engine will not necessarily reduce 
wear, and the opposite may even result. The worst kind of employment is the 
infrequent short drive—local shopping and the like—which means a large 
number of cold starts in relation to mileage covered, and no chance for the 
engine to get warmed through as it would on a long journey.

SOUTHWARD FROM TEWKESBURY 


BESIDE THE TIDAL WATERS 


PETROL RATIONING imposes crippling limitations on one’s 

touring plans, but for those who live in the Gloucester area, this 

60-mile route may prove well worth the expenditure of two gallons 
or so of fuel. 


IKE Mr. Pickwick, we had stopped to dine—or in our 
[ case lunch—at the Royal Hop Pole at Tewkesbury. 
The passage of time seems to have done nothing to 
impair the service here, and a magnificent meal was served 
us in the oak-beamed dining-room. Afterwards, even if we 
could not emulate Mr. Pickwick’s party to the extent of a 
duet in the dicky, we did feel exceedingly sleepy, and our 
original plan of driving straight to Bristol seemed ill-chosen. 
It was too lovely a day for pressing on, and the dolly- 
dangling fraternity were beginning to make the main roads 
places of frustration, so we turned right off A38 on to B4213 
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towards Ledbury. Just before this road crosses the Severn 
is a small turning to the left, with a white gate and a cattle 
grid. This lane runs along the riverside to Wainlodes hill 
and here, right on the bank, is a wide space of unfenced 
gtassland where we parked and lay in the sun listening to 
the curlews. This is a lovely spot, with a view down a long 
reach of the Severn to the high ridge of the Malvern hills 
in the distance. The lane winds away over the hill and 
rejoins A38 at Norton a few miles north of Gloucester. 

Just south of the city is another small lane to the right, 
leading through Stonebench—one of the best places to see 
the Severn Bore—and on through Longney and Framilode, 
joining B4071 at Frampton-on-Severn. This is an unspoilt, 
secluded village, with a wide green, great trees and ponds, 
and some fine half-timbered and Georgian houses. 

For two miles we joined A38 once more, then turned right 
at the finger post to Slimbridge and the Severn Wildfowl 
Trust. Here, Mr. Peter Scott, the famous artist, explorer 
and naturalist, has created a sanctuary for waterfowl. Ducks, 
swans and geese from all parts of the world can be seen 
here, and extensive studies are made of species in danger 
of extermination. Many of these great birds, normally so 
shy of man, are very tame and free to fly where they will, 
and it is quite an experience to see several of them rushing 
past with a whistle of wings a few feet over one’s head. The 
enclosures are open from 9 a.m. to sundown except on Sun- 
day mornings, and anyone interested can become a member 
of the Trust.

South again along A38, a yellow A.A. sign pointed to Berke- 
ley, a mile to the west along B4066, and I remembered that 
the castle had just been opened to the public for the first time 
in its long history. We did not have nearly enough time 
here, as it is open only from 12 noon to 5 p.m. except on 
Mondays when it is closed all day, but our short visit sug- 
gested that this should be a “must” for every visitor to 
England, and every Briton with regard for his own country. 

The centuries have passed unnoticed here, and the great 
keep still stands guard over the Severn Vale as it has done 
for 800 years. It was built as the result of a charter granted 
by Henry II to Robert Fitzharding, a Bristol merchant, in 
1157, and is the only castle in England to be owned con- 
tinuously by the same family. It is one of the few not 
damaged by Cromwell during the revolution, and is in a 
wonderful state of preservation. King Edward II was 
murdered here in 1327, and Queen Elizabeth the First and 
Sir Francis Drake were visitors. Furniture from Drake’s 
cabin is here to this day. . 

The Great Baronial Hall is truly magnificent, and the 
whole castle is full of treasures. The Lords of Berkeley

were great warriors and the castle is, of course, the centre 
of the Berkeley Hunt, which at one time stretched from here 
to Hyde Park Corner. 

Closing time came far too quickly, and we went on by 
pleasant lanes to Hill, where we climbed the steep path 
to the tiny church, nestling in a hollow of the hill from 
which the village takes its name. The view is wide and 
wonderful, and it was in this tiny church that we came upon 
another story, happening only a few years ago, but which 
is worthy to rank with the greatest that this land can show. 
A simple memorial tablet on the wall tells how, from the 
big house behind the church, three sons went forth to fight; 
not one returned, and now only the shuttered windows of 
Hill Court look out across the Severn. 

We drove on to Sheperdine where the tiny Wind-bound 
Inn, at one time much used by bargees navigating the 
Severn, lies tucked under the lee of the sea wall. Here is

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Littleton-on-Severn is another. Only remote lanes lead this 
way, but they are well worth seeking. The solitude, the 
wide spaces and salt-laden breezes are a wonderful tonic 
after smoke and cities. 

There is another castle at Thornbury, but this is only 
open on Wednesday afternoons, and we were unable to 
see it. Thornbury itself is a delightful small market town 
and well worth a visit. After that lunch, we really had no 
right to further thought of food, but the Ship Hotel at 
Alveston looked far too attractive to pass. This is a Trust 
House gem; a very excellent dinner they put before us, and 
we did it full justice. 

Just off A38 on B4055 is a parking space with a really 
superb view over the roofs of Almondsbury, across the Severn 
to the hills of Monmouthshire and the Forest of Dean, and 
we had our last view of the river when we turned right 
here in order to miss the industrial area of North Bristol, 
by entering the city through Henbury and Westbury.

Road experience shows these applications to be very 
good, except for the gear change mechanism which seems 
less successful.

This is not 
vicious, but rather a gentle cross shake at the front end, 
arising from the very flexible walls of the Michelin tyres. 
In repeated hard testing fade could not be induced. 

The throttle pedal has an unnecessarily long movement 
whic); entails sitting closer to the steering wheel for com- 
fortable operation than some drivers wish. On braking, 
the right foot is dropped down on to the brake pedal pad; 
it seemed a more natural action than the reverse sequence 
to which we are accustomed. 

The parking brake is a pendant pedal, in the position 
occupied by a normal clutch pedal; in emergency it can 
also be used as a foot brake operating at the front only. 
Beneath the dash is a control knob with two positions; 
in one the parking brake is locked, in the other it operates 
as a normal brake pedal. It is adequate for emergency 
use, for the front wheels can be just locked with a pedal 
load of 150 lb. This involves taking the strain against the 
back of the seat, but 72 per cent efficiency can be achieved, 
giving a stopping distance of 43ft from 30 m.p.h. 

At 18 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m., top gear is high, and if 


a really fast journey is desired on British roads, much of 


the time is spent in third gear. If high acceleration is not 
required, top gear provides effortless 65 m.p.h. cruising 
and economy approaching 30 m.p.g. 

The gear change is mounted on the dash forward of the 
steering wheel, with an unusual gate arrangement.

ment to the right into third and top. Reverse is engaged 
to the right of first gear position. 

The forward ratios must be engaged in sequence, but 
the delay in engagement enables the lever to be moved, 
say, from top to second without engaging third. The 
combined hydraulic actuation of the gear shift and clutch 
involves a time lag which does not allow for quick changes. 
Upward shifts must be accomplished on a closed throttle 
to avoid an excessive period of free engine; down changes 
are quicker if undertaken with a light throttle. The slow- 
ness of these changes is reflected in the acceleration 
figures, which could have been improved with a more 
orthodox clutch and gear shift. 

First gear is desirable for starting from rest in all con- 
ditions, and this demands smooth and progressive applica- 
tion of the throttle. Take-off in second gear results in 
slight surging and the minimum usable speed for this gear 
is 9 to 10 m.p.h. Similarly, if top is held below 20 m.p.h. 
the clutch hunts between its engaged and free positions. 

For smooth drive take-up in stop-and-go traffic and 
moving from rest on steep hills, an accelerated idling speed 
is provided automatically. It exceeds by 150 r.p.m. that 
at which the clutch drag begins (700 r.p.m.), so that in 
first or reverse, the car tends to move. Applying the brake 
reduces the engine speed below that of clutch engage- 
ment, and the car will thus creep when the foot is lifted 
from the brake. 

In the central hydraulic system the brakes and the steer- 
ing each have separate accumulators, so that in the event 
of failure there is an emergency reserve. In failure tests 
carried out by disconnecting the hydraulic system, the gear 
selection mechanism went out of operation first, but it was 
preceded by a noticeable increase in steering | Thus 
the driver is forewarned of trouble by the heavier steering 
wheel operation. This seems to be a very sensible arrange- 
ment. In the event of failure of the braking system only 
there is a red flashing warning light in the dash before the 
driver’s eyes. The only failure in the hydraulic system 
during, test was of a gasket in the gear selector valve; this 
prevented selection, but the small defect was quickly 
rectified at the works. 

The use of a stiff platform frame keeps the body struc- 
ture light in section, and provides a standard of saloon car 
visibility without parallel in our experience. This is allied 
to superb seating comfort and ease of entry. Typical of 
this comfort are the floor carpets, which are provided with 
a very thick underlay of foam rubber, which also assists 
insulation, so that internal body noise is almost non- 
existent. 

The frameless door windows are sealed against rubber 
strips. On the car tested there was a small gap at the top 
of each front window which resulted in a slight local wind 
noise, but was not accompanied by any draught. It was 
not possible to test its efficiency in heavy rain, but there 
was no internal leakage from heavy hosing during washing 
—a task which is made easy by the smooth contours. 

The town and country lighting switch and two-tone horn, 
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combined in one lever below the steering column, could 
be adopted with advantage by British manufacturers. The 
lights—with tell-tale indicators for the side lights—were 
adequate on full beam, but had the typical French sharp 
cut-off in their dipped position. Adjustment of angle is 
easy—the rim is removed by inserting a finger through a 
hole in the bottom, to reveal three adjustment screws. 

All performance testing was carried out on premium 
grade fuel, but if the manual ignition control is adjusted 
ordinary grade can be used. Much detailed thought has 


_gone into the internal appointments. The heating system 


is very well engineered, but has rather complex controls. 
There is a main heat control on the scuttle where it pro- 
trudes into the driving compartment, and individual controls 
for driver and front passenger. On each side of the facia 
there is also a control for permitting varying amounts of 
fresh air to be picked up from the front of the car. In

hot summer weather this would add greatly to the comfort. 
It was felt that the array of control knobs and levers could 
have been simplified with advantage. 

By virtue of its specification the DS19 is a complicated 
car, and engine accessibility suffers accordingly. It is 
necessary to remove the induction pipe to adjust the con- 
tact breakers of the ignition system, but as these operate at 
half the speed of a normal four-cylinder, life expectancy 
should be greater. 

In summary, the complications of design have provided 
superb road-holding (with the one qualification mentioned 
earlier) and great comfort, marred only by an engine harsh- 
ness out of keeping with the general high level of refine- 
ment. The brakes are more efficient than most, and the 
steering achieves a standard yet to be attained by many 
manufacturers. The method of gear change and its use 
does not appear to justify the added complication. The 
hydraulic system is complex, though based on sound prin- 
ciples, and its servicing in most cases will call for the 
attention of the works or its appointed agents.

Another popular amenity, particularly in cars which have 
slippery upholstery or in which the springing medium has sagged 
to a serious extent, is a framework, covered with hard-wearing 
nylon cord or similar material, which is secured to the seat to 
form a backrest, designed to give good support and firm location. 
There are both English- and Continental-made examples in the 
shops. 

Eye-catching, and increasingly popular with motorists these 
days, are car compasses which, secured to the facia or by rubber 
sucker to the windscreen, have indicator bowls floating in liquid. 
They give the driver a constant reminder of his direction. 
Scepticism of one motorist as to the real value of such gadgets 
was dispelled recently when a compass was used in fog to help 
find a way across miles of unfamiliar London suburbs—it was 
possible to keep heading substantially in the right direction until 
familiar roads again were encountered. 

There is one gadget which, in these days of petrol rationing 
—and pilfering—is a certain winner as a gift—a lockable filler 
cap for one’s petrol tank; some cars have them as standard 
equipment. They are made to fit all car filler apertures, and they 
do safeguard one’s precious petrol ration against those who, if 
they can, will siphon it away. The only difficulty is that naturally 
there has been quite a run on them, and some shops have cleared 
their last remaining stocks in the last few days. But there are 
still some about, and if the search for the right one is successful, 
it is well worth. the trouble. Also on sale at many shops is 
Anti—an ingenious gadget which prevents insertion of a tube 
to siphon petrol from one’s tank. It is a conical spring device 
in phosphor-bronze, and costs 4s 6d.

tools for a motorist in order to avoid duplication. All cars are 
supplied initially with a tool kit, and these usually survive 
(with subtractions) several changes of ownership in the used car 
market. Usually, the tool kit provided by the manufacturer 
is in direct relation to the initial cost of the car, so that for a 
motorist with a well-equipped luxury car there may be little 
hope of making a welcome addition to his tool kit. But on 
cheaper, mass-produced cars there is often endless scope in 
this direction. 

In many cases the wheelbrace supplied by the manufacturer 
is a rather unsubstantial device, and does not enable a really 
powerful grip to be obtained, and one of the first-class wheel 
braces which are available on the market can prove invaluable. 
However, a difficulty with spanners and other tools for a par- 
ticular car is that it is essential to know the size required; few 
accessory retailers know what nut sizes are fitted to any par- 
ticular car, and it is useless to ask for a wheel brace for a car 
with “ fairly big nuts.” Usually the distributors or parts stockists 
for the relevant make of car can provide the answer to this 
problem. One wheelbrace on the market has a square shank to 
which can be fitted a socket spanner to fit one’s own wheel nuts. 

Many of the tool manufacturers market a selection of small 
spanners contained in plastic or leather wallets, which make a 
splendid present, since they can be kept neatly in the facia 
locker ready for use. The same applies also to varied screw- 
drivers. In this respect the cross-headed Philips screws are 
being fitted to the bodywork of more and more production cars 
and since the necessary cross-bladed screwdriver to tackle these 
is usually not included in the tool kit, they are particularly useful. 

The correct spirit of Christmas shopping being to give some- 
thing which represents a little more in luxury than the recipient 
would normally be prepared to spend on himself, the buyer 
may find suitable gifts among the chromium-plated spanners, 
which are durable as well as attractive. Remember also that 
ring spanners are rarely included in the tool kit. On some cars, 
such as the Morris Minor, one, or perhaps two, double-ended 
ring spanners can be obtained which will fit almost every nut on 
the car. 

The Christmas shopper should have no difficulty in hunting 
for a suitable present for a motorist who is known to carry 
out his own vehicle maintenance. A good grease gun may save 
him endless trouble if the one he is using is inadequate, and 
most accessory shops stock a good selection of dependable 
ones. Usually the price of a grease gun bears direct relation- 
ship to its efficiency, and there are some complicated but power- 
ful ones which take all the hard work out of greasing. 


One of the chores of home maintenance is the everlasting 
need to jack up the car, and much time and effort can be saved 
by the use of a really good hydraulic. jack. Apart from cars 
which have built-in jacking systems, as a general rule most cars 
are provided with a screw jack to lift the car either at the 
side or at each corner individually. Invariably a hydraulic unit 
is quicker and requires less effort, so that many motorists would 
be pleased to receive one of these. 

Foot pumps are not now so much in favour as at one time, 
because it is so easy to check and adjust tyre pressures at filling 
stations; but they remain a practical and valuable part of a 
motorist’s garage kit. 

Provided it is known at the outset what tools and equip- 
ment a motorist already possesses, and the sizes which will 
fit his particular car, the Christmas shopper should have little 
difficulty in finding the answer to his problems in the tool 
departments of accessory shops. 

When you are giving seat covers, it is necessary to be most 
careful to specify the exact year and model of the car, to ensure 
that they will fit properly. Cover makers have templates and 
patterns which provide for all ordinary cars, and they know 
when the manufacturer may have continued a particular model, 
but slightly modified the seats. 

Seat covers can be inexpensive. A simple felt, cotton Bedford 
cord, or duck, can cost as little as £7 for the smaller four- 
seaters. Larger cars and more expensive materials naturally 
put this figure up. 

Among the latest covers are transparent ones of clear flexible 
plastic, which show the normal seat underneath. These are a 


_ fashion for the car with elegant seating which must be seen, 


but ought to be protected. They are not slippery. 

Then there are the hard-wearing rayons, often proofed against 
burns, and the materials impregnated with plastic, such as 
Tygan, which are proof against almost anything. Bedford 
cords are often made in different grades—cotton or wool, light 
or heavy—so that they come among the cheapest and also the 
most expensive. At this time of year the all-wool Scottish 
tartans are attractive because they are so warm; and the variety 
of clans, patterns and colours is so great that it is no wonder 
England is no _longer- independent! Those imitation animal 
skin covers—ocelot, leopard, tiger, zebra and so on—are usually 
of a long-haired cloth called velour, which is quite hard-wearing. 
Finally, there is that staple of household furnishing—moquette 
—in either its cut or uncut versions. This can be very strong 
and hard-wearing.

and what attractive illustrations they make for trays, 
table mats, waste-paper baskets and the like. Those 
seen at John Lewis’s belong mostly to the same family, and are 
on white rectangles surrounded by dark green, grey or maroon. 
There is a 1909 Vauxhall, 1906 Rover, a 1913 Bull-nose Morris, 
a Rolls-Royce of 1911 and an 1898 Daimler. The 1902 Wolseley 
is sprightly in yellow and looms large, compared with a jaunty 
little Austin Seven of 1909 vintage. These appear on oval waste- 
paper baskets for 35s 9d and on round trays which can be bought 
in three sizes—26s 9d (12in); 28s 9d (14in) or 31s 9d (15in). 

Large-size heat-proof table mats in the same series cost 15s 11d 
each, and in other stores there are sets of self-colour mats, the 
cars attractively outlined in black on cream, dark or olive green. 
Pictures on these include an 1896 Peugeot, a Rolls-Royce—and 
a 1905 Vauxhall hansom cab, Sizes are cocktail or large, and 
the cost about 20s and 40s respectively for sets of six. 

At the reasonable price of about 4s, Wade ash trays can be 
bought at several stores; they are round, and in three designs: 
1912 Model T Ford, the Darracq of Genevieve fame and an 1899 
Benz, all of which have been authenticated by the Veteran Car 
Club. Disappearing rapidly from shelves (as are ail such goods, 
so readers are advised to make haste to the shops) are square 
ash trays, at 10s 6d, very tasteful in brightly coloured glass. The 
pictures are of a family, with fellow veterans from air and rail 
transport. 

A set of square ash trays is offered, too, by the Montagu 
Museum, Beaulieu, Hampshire; orders can be placed by post 
and the goods will be sent without extra carriage charge. There 
are four pictures: a 1903 Mercedes and De Dion Bouton, of the 
same year; a 1906 Daimler and a handsome Renault, also a 1906. 
From such a source, of course, the pedigree of the reproductions 
is above suspicion. The set of four costs 25s, or, individually, 
7s each. The museum also supplies, for woman enthusiasts, 
cotton headscarves (5s) and handkerchiefs (1s 6d each or 2s 6d 
for two) sporting veteran car and motor cycle designs. 

There are boat-shaped dishes in some shops, suitable for 
biscuits or sweets, at 8s 6d, on one of which is pictured an 1899 
Packard. A border of veteran cars rides round a Royal 
Worcestershire jumbo cup and saucer priced at £2 3s 6d. Jumbo, 
incidentally, has no special significance except in matters of size, 
and this item is certainly of no mean proportions. 

A design of old cars, trams and carriages on furnishing cotton 
catches the eye at John Lewis’s. It is exclusive to the store and 
its branches and costs 7s 1ld a yard (48in wide), The pattern 
can be had in three shades, giving a predominantly red, blue or 
rusty-brown effect, on a white background; all are attractive, but 
the first is perhaps the brightest, the clear reds, yellows, greens 
and sharp black standing out bravely. The material is surpris- 
ingly robust for all.its tasteful appearance and would make good 
chair.covers as well as curtains. 

Christmas cards and calendars share in the current trend. 
The Veteran and Vintage Magazine (88-92 Rochester Row, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1) offers a calendar with a different 
car or motor cycle for each month (6s post free) or Christmas 
cards showing a 1903 60 h.p. Mercedes; a group of vintage cars— 
Straker Squire, Bentley and Frazer Nash; or two steam traction 
engines. These cost 10s per dozen, also post free. 

If you are lucky enough to find any left in the shops—the 
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Lot February 56 —a date that many 

motorists will remem- 
ber with a shudder; as garages dismantled frost- 
cracked cylinder blocks and radiators, motorists once 
more realized that a British winter is completely un- 
predictable.

publishers’ stock is exhausted—The Autocar diary is a good 
answer for motoring males (or females for that matter), The 
rexine bound edition is priced at 4s 3d, while a sags copy 
is 69. 

The new book, Road Tests of 1956, contains full details of 
33 cars; and there are some particularly interesting models which 
passed through The Autocar’s hands this year: It is 7s 6d from 
booksellers, or 8s 4d by post from Iliffe and Sons Ltd., Dorset 
House, Stamford Street, London, S.E.1. The Autocar Hand- 
book is written by engineers for laymen who want to know about 
the working of their car and its components, and is very fully 
illustrated. It costs 7s 6d or 8s 5d by post. A simpler book 
‘is Know Your Car (2s 6d, or 2s 10d by post). 

Maps are always welcomed by the motorist, and a new series 
by Bartholomew, for the R.A.C., in which eight maps cover 
the whole of Great Britain, is a very good buy at 3s for each 
section. They are printed on extremely stout paper, and the 
scale is six miles to an inch. The Foldex series of maps, with 
a system of folding which makes them extremely convenient 
and manageable even in the smallest car, also offers a wide 
range of gift choices. 

Children of all ages enjoy making models. Kits cam be bought 
from Woolworths at a very reasonable 2s 6d, the range including 
1904 Darracq, 1911 Rolls-Royce, 1930 Bentley and 1910 Ford. 

A useful gift for the winter motorist is Scotchlite reflective 
bumper tape, available both in red and silver. It is claimed to 
be the most powerful reflective material on sale to motorists. 

How about a lined lambswool. foot muff in red suéde for 
78s 9d? Ora picnic case at_a number of stores; a leatherette 
holdall for two, or small cases are available in the price range 
39s 6d to about £4 10s. Or you can treat the family to a de 
luxe version in pink and gold at £13 13s. Between the two 
extremes there are wicker examples at £7 and a red or cream 
and green case at the £11 mark, fitted for four people. Less 
expensive picnic equipment is -a Thermos flask at Ils or 
chromium Thermos jugs at 43s and nearly £5. The latter pour 
without spilling, a useful point when it is too cold to get out and 
eat. 

As the weather rarely favours an out-of-door meal anyway, 
picnic trays for the car are useful to have, as it is always risky 
to balance a cup in one hand and a plate in the other while try- 
ing to eat. A plastic pair to fix into the window gutter cost 
10s 6d at Gamages, or slightly larger ones, which accommodate 
saucer and plate more comfortably, 13s 6d, Trays to fit on to the 
seat back are 55s. 

Men are always difficult to buy for, but it seems strange to 
women that the male never knows what to get for her. If she 
were choosing for herself. An invitingly warm-looking 
mohair stole seen at Lewis’s in kingfisher blue for 55s 9d; or

one in pure wool jersey with a handset fringe at 47s 9d, in the 
muted shades of yellow, pink, blue and red which this material 
carries so well. 

Gloves are another good idea, and although most women own 
a bread-and-butter pair for motoring, who would not prefer, 
say, a pair of Dent’s in good-looking black leather with white 
stitching? They are lined in knitted wool, which is warm and 
also wears longer than the cheaper fleecy linings. These cost just 
under 30s. For men, too, there is a good-looking glove at 35s 9d 
a pair, similarly lined. 

Not all motorists have cold hands, however, and string-backed 
ones were recommended at Lewis’s as being specially hard- 
wearing for driving: unlined (ladies’) £1 1s and lined (men’s) 
£2 9s 6d. 

At this store, too, there are knee-rugs in tartan at 24s 9d, size 
36 x 50in; or a moth-proofed “ Safari” one for 55s 9d in a soft, 
warm wool. A full-size mohair and wool rug, 46in x 70in, costs 
99s 6d and would make an attractive gift in any of the pastel 
mixtures of pink, yellow, blue, green on show. 

Tartan rugs of all descriptions are available at most leading 
stores, the prices ranging from about £4 to £9. The most ex- 
pensive are reversible and a good choice for a special gift. 

Open-car motorists complain that duffel coats leave théir knees 
to freeze. Men, at least, have trousers; but if women are expect- 
ing to dine out would prefer not to follow suit. In one store 
is a fleecy-lined waterproof coat in a dull blue for £13, ideal for 
the purpose. There are wool-lined duffel coats here, too, in three- 
quarter length at £12 10s, or less expensive with silky lining.

Whatever you buy and 
use, do not have more than five things 
that reduce petrol consumption 20 per 
cent. Six could make petrol overflow 
on the road as you drive along, with 
consequent fire risk. 


Greedy

N Britain’s twisty roads, the cornering abilities of a car 

—and, more particularly, the driver’s' ability to handle it 

skilfully on corners—matter far more than its out-and-out 
maximum speed, It is not surprising, therefore, that when the 
experts gather to discuss cars, the main topic of conversation 
is cornering, handling and road-holding. 

Obviously it is most important that the handling characteristics 
of the car should be familiar to the driver. The expert, therefore, 
will seek to discover exactly its behaviour on corners—how it 
handles in the wet, in the dry, and at varying speeds. Thus he

will not be caught out by an unexpected characteristic which 
might suddenly manifest itself. Though it may not be possible, 
or even desirable, for the majority of us to experiment with our 
cars to the same extent, it is worth discovering how they will 
react to various sets of circumstances. 

Tony Marsh, British hill-climb champion, said in an earlier 
article in this series, “I believe in the principle of ‘In slow, 
out fast.’ The point at which the brakes are applied depends 
on the circumstances concerned, but the point of releasing the 
brakes is usually the same for all corners-—-when the steering 
wheel is just about to turn to take the corner. Acceleration— 
gentle or vigorous—begins as soon as possible after braking; but, 
again, local conditions can be the deciding factor.” 

Though Marsh was talking of cornering in competitions at 
the maximum possible speed, his remarks apply equally to all 
cornering, whatever the speed and whatever the car. It is 
unwise—sometimes unsafe—to corner on a trailing throttle unless 
the car’s speed is low. In general it is true to say that braking 
during a corner should be avoided at all costs unless circumstances 
offer no‘alternative. 

The expert’s clean, smooth progress through a bend is the 
result of his being placed on the correct line, and travelling at 
the right speed, during his approach. The danger point, he 
knows, lies at (or just past) the apex, where a great deal of the 
car’s weight is thrown on to the outside wheels. If the brakes 
were applied hard at this point, the weight transfer to the 
outside front wheel, coupled with the effect of the brakes them- 
selves, would tend to pivot the car outwards around that wheel. 
He appreciates, on high-hedged left-handers, that there are those 
who thoughtlessly park their cars on bends, and there may be

Part 6: THE ART OF CORNERING

something obstructing his side of the road at this critical point; 
he enters the bend accordingly. He keeps in mind, too, that 
he will gain the maximum line of sight round a left-hand corner 
by keeping his car just within the white line. On the other hand, 
maximum vision round right-handers, of course, is obtained by 
positioning the car as close to the left-hand verge as possible. 

Where the country is open and flat, these remarks do not 
necessarily apply. There is no harm in the practice of “ straight- 
lining” corners by driving across their apexes, so long as there 
is no other traffic in sight—nor any prospect of cars emerging 
from obscured side turnings. The experienced driver niake: 
sure that this straightening-out of unobstructed corners does no. 
become an unconscious habit which could lead to dangerot ; 
practices on blind corners. 

With the type of corner which cannot be taken fast in top 
gear, but requires appreciable reduction in speed and a change 
to a lower gear, the experts follow a standardized sequence of 
actions, First there is the glance in the. driving mirror to make 
certain that nothing is following close astern; then on go the 
brakes... If the “heel-and-toe ” method, described in an earlier 
article in this series, is being used the expert changes down into 
third gear, operating the accelerator with the heel of the right 
foot while the toe does the braking. If a further change down 
seems necessary, it will be carried out by the same method, the 
car’s speed being progressively and smoothly reduced until the 
wheels are turned to take the corner. 

If the corner, is, in fact, a left turn from the road on which 
he has been travelling, the expert will have signalled his 
intention to make the turn well in advance, By following this 
sequence of actions at every corner he ensures that his hands 
are always on the steering wheel for the corner and the last 
part of the approach to it. He places his trust in nothing, and 
nobody. Though a secondary road, joining his own, may be 
covered by a “Halt” sign which he can see clearly (or knows

to be there) he will not depend upon others to obey the signal. 

The ability to spot changes in road surface well in advance 
is of paramount importance on bends—markedly adverse cam- 
bers, or visible changes in camber, are equally significant. If 
the tyre grip fails a skid will occur—that is obvious. The 
experienced driver, while he seeks to avoid skids, is fully 
prepared to deal with them if they should occur. On ice or 
snow it is a different story—their avoidance is often impossible, 
but the manner of dealing with, and correcting, skids is the 
same. The ability to control them, however they may be 
caused, is all a part of the skilled driver’s repertoire, and should 
be mastered. A Jittle practise on a skid-pan (where this is 
possible) or on a greasy, unfrequented road will prove invaluable. 

As soon as a skid begins, the inexperienced driver’s first 
reaction is to brake—the brakes, after all, being the main and 
customary means of getting himself out of trouble. Unfortu- 
nately, their effect, of course, if used during a skid, inevitably 
will be to make matters worse, 

In the first split-second of the skid the expert senses whether 
the front, rear, or all four wheels are involved. A front-wheel 
skid is usually accompanied by an unaccustomed lightness of the 
steering, and the fact that, instead of swinging round the bend, 
the car is travelling straight on. If the rear wheels alone are 
sliding, the car will tend te swing broadside-on to the corner, 
throwing the rear outwards until the front wheels point towards 
the inside verge. If all four wheels are sliding at once, one 
gets the impression that the car is increasing its speed; probably,

visible when the bend is approached well out to the middle of the road, 

but is out of sight (although placed in the same position) when the 
approach is made near the left-side verge 
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as with a front-wheel skid, it will proceed straight ahead instead 
of taking the corner. Road cambers may influence the behaviour 
of the car to a considerable extent, and an adverse camber on 
a greasy day can be most treacherous. 

In a front-wheel skid, the novice’s immediate reaction is to 
swing the steering wheel over harder, instead of straightening it 
as much as conditions permit. The expert’s experience will tell 
him that, because the front wheels are skidding, any amount of 
extra “helm” will have no effect. He lifts his foot from the 
accelerator pedal; if this does not have the desired effect he 
tries pulling the hand-brake (operating on the rear wheels only) 
on and off, seeking to initiate a rear-wheel skid which may swing 
the tail of the car outwards, causing the front to. point into the 
corner. Failing this, he may quickly select a lower gear and, 
with a dab on the accelerator, seek to obtain the same result 
through wheelspin, 

If the rear wheels slide, it is often wise to lift one’s accelera- 
tor foot, though in certain circumstances this may not be the 
case; the expert’s reaction will depend on the extent of. his 
skid, the handling characteristics of the car, its speed, and the 
road surface. In any case, he seeks to “meet” the skid by 
turning the front wheels into it—that is, when, on a right-hand 
bend the rear of the car skids to the left, the wheels are also 
turned to the left. But if the skid is over-corrected, it may be 
followed by another on the opposite lock. In certain circum- 
stances, to lift the foot from the accelerator may produce sudden 
wheel grip—whereupon (with front wheels locked over in the 
opposite direction to the corner) a second skid may be provoked. 
The expert seeks in all such circumstances to handle the 
controls as delicately as possible, balancing his steering correc- 
tions with the available rear-wheel adhesion, and mating the 
throttle opening to this adhesion. 


All Four 


Four-wheel skids are generally caused by braking on a slip- 
pery surface—when cornering or on the straight—and the 
expert’s immediate reaction if such should occur on a corner is 
to release the brakes and allow the wheels momentarily to 
revolve. By doing so he seeks to obtain steering effect from 
the front wheels which, under braking, were sliding straight 
ahead. Depending on the mature of the road surface, he will 
re-apply the brakes gently; if the skid is not repeated they can 
then be applied harder, 

When conditions are such as to produce a skid, it is better to 
control the car’s speed by means of the accelerator itself, chang- 
ing down into a lower gear—provided, of course, that the road 
speed is within the range of engine speed permitted by the 
lower gear. Experience shows that power skids occur more 
readily in the lower gears, so he uses his throttle more gently. 

Inevitably, in any discussion of cornering, those well-worn 
terms “oversteer” and “understeer” must creep in—for they 
are among the handling characteristics which distinguish one 
car from another. Much has been written on this subject, and 
it is not within the scope of ‘this article more than to touch on 
them. 

Broadly speaking, “ understeer” is experienced when the car 
does not seem to respond fully to the steering wheel, tending 
to go straight on, or swinging wide, on corners. “ Oversteer,” 
on the other hand, is found when the car tucks into the corner, 
going round “tighter” than the driver intended . . . giving, in 
effect, something of the sensation of a rear-wheel skid. In this 
case, though the radius of the corner continues unchanged, some 
of the helm has to be “taken off” to prevent the car’s swinging 
into the inside verge. The prudent driver will have discovered 
into which, if either, of these two categories his car falls, and 
will handle it accordingly. x 

In this year’s Mille Miglia, Stirling Moss was driving a 
Maserati which had not been delivered until the morning of the 
race. A newly designed de Dion rear end had been fitted, with 
the intention of making the rear wheels “stay put” on corners. 
This had been achieved to such effect that a violent “under- 
steer” developed—to such an extent that the car proved most 
reluctant to go round corners. After several “near misses,” 
Moss and his passenger Denis Jenkinson approached a corner 
during heavy rain; the front wheels were locked over, and the 
car went straight on. This was not new to Moss—it had already 
occurred on several occasions by this stage of the race. He 
applied the hand-brake, in an attempt to lock the rear wheels 
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On right-hand bends the position is reversed: the driver can see farther round the bend by making his approach well in to the left side than by entering 
the turn in the middle of the road 


and get them to come round; it failed to produce any effect. 
He tried putting the gear box into second, letting the clutch in 
on an idling engine . . . he tried, with the clutch out and gear- 
box in second, revving the engine to very high speeds and 
letting in the clutch with a bang—all.to no avail. 

So well had the designers succeeded in their search for rear- 
wheel adhesion that he could not make them break away, and 
the Maserati, after 100 or so hectic yards, continued straight 
on into the country. There followed a prolonged and exciting 
series of incidents from which both were lucky to escape un- 
scathed. This was an extreme case of “understeer,” but it 
illustrates the effect; a very slight degree of “understeer,” 
however, is generally considered desirable. 

“ Oversteer,” which is often handsomely illustrated by a 
family car, the rear compartment and boot of which are heavily 
overladen, will cause the rear wheels to skid first. The expert, 
knowing his car to suffer from this fault, applies the requisite 
amount of helm on entering a corner, then quickly reduces it 
before the tail has swung outwards and the rear wheels started 
to slide. Only in extreme cases, or when there has been a bad 
misjudgment of speed, will such clear-cut, or pronounced, action 
be necessary. 


Varying the Pressure 


In Nuvolari’s day such characteristics had not been pinned 
down—certainly they had not been named—but he has been 
credited with first discovering their existence. His P3 Grand 
Prix Alfa Romeo possessed what we now call a marked “ over- 
steer.” By lowering the pressures in the front tyres, he dis- 
covered that the. car’s cornering characteristics were greatly 
improved. In effect, he had introduced the desired characteris- 
tic of a slight “ understeer.” 

Though few but the competition drivers are concerned with 
such fine points, it does illustrate how important it is that we 
should all keep to the makers’ recommended tyre pressures, 
as highly undesirable effects may be induced by incorrect 
balance. 

Cornering in crowded city streets brings its own set of prob- 
lems. In making a right-turn at a cross-roads which is not 
controlled by traffic signals, for example, the expert, of course, 
does not cut across the corner, trespassing on the “other chap’s ” 


road. He continues until his car is half-way across the road at 
right-angles to his own, before making his turn. If he intends 
to make a right turn off a main thoroughfare, he manceuvres his 
car over to the right-hand stream, ready to turn without caus- 
ing imconvenience to following traffic. Again, he does not 
“cut” the corner when turning to the right, off a main road. 
He makes his turn late enough to place his car over to the left 
immediately on entering the side turning. 

Before making a left-turn, he avoids the temptation to swing 
over to the right, in order to give himself a wide sweep into 
his turning. This all-too-common habit leaves following traffic 
in considerable doubt as to which way the car will ultimately 
turn. The expert also bears in mind that city streets can become 
exceedingly slippery in the wet—particularly where there are 
patches of oil at taxi ranks, unfavourable cambers, wood blocks, 

~smooth or polished surfaces caused by tyre scrubbing at corners, 
loose dust or gravel, approaches to cross-roads and pedestrian 
crossings, the surfaces used at some zebra crossings, and so on. 

In traffic, as on the open road, the expert signals his intended 
movements—provided there are spectators who will benefit by 
his signals. But he is well aware that they do not entitle him 
to make his turn—giving him thereby some sort of priority 
over other traffic. He knows that they merely indicate to other 
road users that, when conditions permit, he will be doing 
something specific. 

Roundabouts, which are in effect multiple corners, present 
problems in so far as signalling is concerned. Assuming that 
one is entering at 6 o’clock and emerging at 12, it may be 
helpful to oncoming traffic (though usually it is quite unneces- 
sary) to give a brief signal at the 9 o’clock position that one 
is intending to turn left. This will not mislead following traffic 
into assuming one is about to emerge at 9 o'clock, as this 
turning will have been passed by the time the signal has been 
read. If one does, in fact, intend turning left out of the round- 
about, it is necessary to give the “turning-left” signal before 
the 6 o'clock position has been reached; similarly, if one. intends 
leaving the roundabout at 3 o'clock, the “turning-right” signal 
will have been given before one entered the roundabout. 
Here, as«with all other corners demanding .a lower gear, 
the expert will have selected the correct gear well before 
the 12 o’clock position’ has been reached. As with an 
open road bend, the “line” through a roundabout can be 

straightened out to a surprising degree. 

A reminder: Just as rear-engined cars are often 
“overstecrers,” so front-wheel-drive cars. display 
characteristics which demand a modified cornering 
technique.

F(XCEPTIONAL economy is claimed 
for Austin’s newly announced pick-up 
version of the Austin A.35 (shown above) 
which is now going into production. 
Forward of the coupé driving compart- 
ment—which has a wide back window and 
curved panels—the vehicle is identical 
with the saloon in construction and 
appearance. But behind the cabin there 
is a waist-high load-carrying space of 
approximately 15 cu ft capacity. 

Although primarily intended as a pick- 
up , vehicle, this A.35 model has .a 
rectangular well behind the rear axle, with 
a lid which can be removed and fixed to 
the forward part of the load compartment, 
enabling the occasional additional passen- 
gers to sit with their backs to the direction 
of motion, and their feet in the foot well. 
A grabrail runs round the top edge of the 
fixed “tailboard,” and a neat detathable 
waterproof top edge tonneau cover is pro- 
vided. Tools are carried in a locker under 
the floor, and the spare wheel is mounted 
externally at the rear. There is an outside 
step beside the spare wheel. 

Tyres of bigger cross-section than those 
used on the saloon versions are fitted 
(5.60in instead of 5.20in). The weight is 
unchanged at 134cwt. The pick-up will 
normaliy be supplied with the low-com- 
pression version of the A.35 engine (7.2 
to 1), in which form it develops 32 b.h.p. 
and has normal white-metal bearings.

[NCREASES in motor fuel prices an- 
nounced on Tuesday included ls per 
gallon in excise tax (making a total of 
3s 6d per gallon); in addition the petrol 
companies announced increases 34d 
for petrol and 3d for diesel oil per gallon 
on the wholesale prices and, in addition, 
an emergency increase of 14d per gallon 
in dealers’ margins, making a total addi- 
tion to the price of ls 5d per gallon. 

The new prices are, in the inner zone, 
6s 03d for premium and 5s 64d for regular 
grade petrols; in the outer zone these 
prices are increased by $d per gallon, and 
in the general zone by 1d per gallon. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer told 
the Commons that he regarded the in- 
crease in tax as a temporary measure 
during the present oil shortage; it was 
expected to bring in £30 million in the 
last four months of the financial year. 


Results of the Shortage 


OPEN profiteering and a slight revalua- 
tion of a section of the used car mar- 
ket have been among the effects of the 
petrol shortage during the past week. In 
desperation to obtain sufficient petrol to 
see them home, some motorists have been 
offering bribes to pump attendants, and 
there has been at least one instance of a 
garage charging excessive prices for petrol. 
The Esso Petroleum company states that 
this is not illegal, since the petrol com- 
panies do not control the retail price of 
petrol, Althoughmotorists rightly com- 
plain of this form of profiteering, the 
simple solution is that if no one buys at 
excessive prices the racket will collapse. 
The lack of interest in used cars with 
large, uneconomical engines (referred to 
in The Autocar last. week), has so lowered 
prices that the temptation of buying an 
example cheaply for the sole purpose 
of illegally drawing its petrol ration 
for use in another car has arisen. A slight 
hardening of their prices has resulted.

Petrol Legislation 


ON page 880 of this issue will be seen 
an illustration of the correct way in 
which petrol may be stored; this forms 
the subject of the feature “Do you 
know the law?” this week. The answers 
to further enquiries which are being re- 
ceived from readers are as follows. 

Provided certain complicated conditions 
are satisfied, petrol may be stored to a 
maximum of four gallons in two con- 
tainers, each holding two gallons. The 
most important of the conditions is that 
the building in which the petrol is stored 
is not directly connected to a house. 
Where petrol is stored in the open—again 
under certain conditions—as much as 60 
gallons is the maximum, 

As already stated in The Autocar, the 
ration entitlement for the four months 


may be used progressively or at on¢e, so 
that it is quite in order—though not 
recommended—for a motorist to use his 
car without reserve during the first month 
or so.of rationing until his entitlement is

Petrol coupons cannot be drawn for a 
car which is not being currently licensed. 
Further, if a car is not relicensed at the 
beginning of a new taxation period, the 
owner is under a legal obligation to return 
any unused coupons,

use the ration for 
one in the other.

ASPECTS OF THE PETROL RESTRICTIONS 


of Fuel and Power towards the end 

of last week outlined the likely limi- 
tations of petrél for professional p Ses. 
Supplementary petrol on a basis of only 
100. miles a month is to be allowed for 
business and professional purposes. There 
will be a priority allocation for farmers 
and clergy, who will be allowed a sup- 
plementary allocation intended to give an 
additional 400-miles a month on top of 
the basic ration. The “top priority” 
class—doctors, midwives, nurses, veterin- 
ary surgeons, invalid carriage users and 
disabled drivers—will be allowed supple- 
mentary petrol according to requirements. 
The Minister has appealed to filling 
stations to retain sufficient stocks of petrol 
by December 17 to enable them to obtain 
enough oe to cover their first ration 
delivery. He added that between Decem- 
ber 1 to 17 garages would receive 60 per 
cent oftheir normal month’s entitlement. 
Theré is little hope, therefore, that petrol 
will be easier to obtain during the 
coming week than it has been in the past 
fortnight. If garages are to receive sup- 
plies reduced to nearly half of normal, 
and are to conserve from that sufficient 
to see them through the first month of 
rationing, then petrol is likely to become 
extremely difficult to obtain. .Many

the Ford Motor Company at Dagenham, 
9,000 of the firm’s 20,000 employees have 
started to work a four-day week. Vaux- 
hall Motors, Ltd., of Luton, announced 
reductions in car production, but the com- 
pany took the view that the petrol 
emergency would be of short duration. 
Some employees on the final assembly 
lines. will» work three days a week this 
month, but will be paid at the four days 
a week rate.

This cost has now been passed 
on to the purchaser, plus an additional 
2d a gallon (presumably to counteract the 
effect of reduced sales); and the Govern- 
ment has seen fit to add a further Is to 
the 2s 6d a gallon tax. An example is 
being set to other petrol users by the 
Government, which is planning to cut 
by half the petrol used in official cars used 
by Ministers. 

Mr. Watkinson told the Commons 
that he is most anxious to resume driving 
tests as soon as possible, and is prepared 
to examine any proposal which will help 
towards that end.

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Carburettor Tuning for Economy 


IMPROVEMENTS FROM WEAKER SETTINGS 


AND THE RECTIFICATION OF DEFECTS 


EASURES which can be taken immediately to reduce 
fuel consumption were described last week. There 
follows a guide to carburettor maintenance and tuning, 

aimed at obtaining further economy. It should be emphasized 
that spectacular results will not be obtained solely by attention 
to the carburettor, except in the case of a badly worn or in- 
correctly adjusted instrument, but that improvement of carbura- 
tion is complementary to the measures previously outlined. 

Generally, one or more of the following faults can be the 
cause of heavy fuel consumption: fuel level in float chamber 
too high; leaks at glands, unions or washers; wear at bearings 
or spindle of throttle butterfly; air leak at carburettor mounting 
flange joint or at induction manifold gasket; restricted air passages 
in jet circuits; accumulation of dust in intake cleaner; strangler 
not opening fully. 

The effect of fuel leakage, however slight, need not be en- 
larged upon, except to point out that even when unions are

they give an unrestricted passage when in the open. position, or 
again a mixture enrichment will be the result. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized that it is useless to 
attempt economy tuning of a worn carburettor. As a rough guide, 
30,000 miles is the useful life of a carburettor, and after this 
period, the fitting of a reconditioned instrument is likely to prove 
beneficial. 

When it is certain that the carburettor is in good working 
order and correctly adjusted, then alterations can be made, but 
only those which, in the opinion of the carburettor manufacturer 
or the service organization of the car concerned, are likely to 
produce fuel economy. Carburettor tuning is not a suitable sub- 
ject for “tinkering” and unless the owner has some knowledge 
and previous experience on the matter, it is best left to the 
expert. However, the following remarks on the most common 
makes of carburettors, in conjunction with the accompanying 
sketches, serve as a guide to what can and cannot be done.

tight and sound the fibre washers on which they seat may be 
suspect and need replacing. This should be done in any case 
when the carburettor is stripped. 

Carburettors that have seen long service are almost certain to 
have developed wear at the spindle and bearings of the throttle 
butterfly, allowing air to be drawn into the induction ‘manifold, 
thus weakening the mixture. This may affect the slow running 
to such an extent that in order to keep the engine running at 
all, it is necessary to adjust the throttle stop screw to give an 
abnormally high tick-over speed, which adversely affects fuel 
consumption. The same result can follow induction manifold 
leaks caused by loose securing nuts. The only cure when the 
fault lies with the carburettor is to have the worn parts replaced. 

On examination of the sectioned drawings of carburettors on 
these pages it will be seen that there are drilled passages for 
air ‘at atmospheric pressure which, if restricted by oil or dirt, 
will affect the correct functioning of the carburettor. These 
should be cleared when the component is stripped. 

If the air intake cleane: is not attended to regularly, the 
accumulation of dust (unless it is an oil-bath type) will have 
a similar effect to a partly closed strangler, and a richer than 
normal mixture will result. 

Manually operated stranglers which consist.of a flap valve at 
the intake side of the choke should be examined, to ensure that

This carburettor, which is of relatively simple construction 
in that only one jet is required, works on the constant vacuum 
principle. The area of the jet is controlled by a tapered needle 
attached to a suction piston projecting into the air stream above 
the jet. A drilling in the piston conveys engine vacuum to the 
closed space above the piston. Thus the position of the piston 
is determined by the amount of throttle opening, which in turn 
varies choke and jet size simultaneously, there being a constant 
depression acting to draw fuel from the jet. 

Rich mixture for starting is obtained by lowering the jet tube 
by the manual control, so that the jet orifice is opposite the 
thinner part of the needle. When the manual control is returned 
for normal running the raised position of the jet is determined 
by the mixture adjusting nut. This adjustment (together with 
the throttle stop screw) is for the setting of slow running mix- 
ture only, but it will be seen that this setting affects the mixture 
strength throughout the engine speed range, and it is vitally 
important to ensure that it is correct. 

With the engine warmed up to its normal running tempera- 
ture, throttle opening should be adjusted by the stop screw to 
give a brisk idling speed. Mixture adjustment by means of the 
jet nut should then be made to obtain the fastest idling speed

with even firing at that throttle setting. Irregular misfiring but 
a colourless exhaust indicate too weak a mixture, and the jet 
nut should be lowered. A regular, rhythmical misfire with black 
exhaust smoke are the signs of a rich mixture. 

Correctness of slow running mixture can be checked as fol- 
lows. Lift the suction piston by means of the spring-loaded 
pin or a piece of wire. When the mixture is correct, initial 
movement of the piston will slightly increase idling speed, but 
when it has risen about }in the engine should stall because of 
mixture weakening. The throttle stop screw can afterwards 
be adjusted if tick-over is too fast. It is important to ensure 
that the manual control does not prevent the jet tube from going 
right home against the jet nut. 

The profile of the jet needle determines the running mixture 
strength, and S.U. prescribe a “ weak ” needle for all cars fitted 
with their carburettors to give greater economy, though, of 
course, it limits performance to below that obtainable with the 
standard needle. Tfiere is a proviso, however—should it be 
found that the warming-up period is greatly prolonged with 
weak needles, the fuel used when running on partial enrichment 
during this period could outweigh the saving of a weaker 
mixture, particularly on short journeys. 

If petrol drips from the jet assembly, the cork glands meed 
replacing. They seal the upper and lower ends of the jet tube, 
and are retained on their conical seats by a coil spring. After 
disconnecting the starting control lever, the lock screw is re- 
moved and the jet assembly withdrawn to enable the glands to 
be renewed. There is also a cork sealing wasker around the 
lock screw, which should be replaced at the same time. 

When the jet assembly is disturbed or when a different needle is

fitted, it is important to ensure that the needle is placed cen- — 
trally in the jet. The procedure is to lower the jet tube, unscrew © 
the adjusting nut, remove its lock spring and replace the nut, 
which should be screwed home as far as possible. Raise the 
jet tube, ensuring that the fork at the lower end remains in the 
same position as when it is connected to the control fever. 
Slacken off the lock screw until the outer tube immediately 
below it is just free to turn by hand, remove the oil cap at 
the top of the carburettor and.gently push the piston down 
with a pencil. Tighten the lock screw, replace the lock spring 
above the adjusting nut and reconnect the lever, ensuring that 
the jet tube is not rotated. 

An indication of correct centring is the soft click which should 
be heard when the piston is allowed to fall freely against the jet 
bridge, with the jet tube raised and the adjusting nut in the 
highest position.

Basically with this carburettor, fuel is drawn off by the 
depression at the choke through the main jet, and enters the 
air stream through holes in the spray well. An emulsion tube 
within it is supplied with air by a correction jet, through which 
air passes to mix with the fuel from the main jet. This is 
arranged to provide an economical mixture- for cruising. 

Solex maintain that in some in$tances it is possible to decrease 
the size of choke and jets together in the correct relationship 
which, by restricting the volume of mixture entering the engine, 
will give improved economy by decreasing the performance. 

Idling mixture should be carefully adjusted, for richness at 
tick-over can be wasteful, especially on short journeys. It may 
be possible to reduce the size of the pilot jet, but this modi- 
fication and the choke and jet changes previously mentioned 
should not be attempted without expert assistance.

Mixture strength control on Zenith carburettors is by means 
of a main and a compensating jet; the former supplies petrol 
continuously and the latter, being of smaller’ size, uncovers an 
ai bleed as engine speed rises, which prevents richening of 
the mixture. An economy device bleeds extra air to the jets 
at cruising speeds on part throttle. 

Zenith also recommend smaller choke and jets to limit the 
power output at given throttle openings. In connection with 
the usé of a smaller choke, a further advantage is obtained in 
that flexibility is improved, and running at low speed on the 
highest gear is facilitated, with smoother but more leisurely 
pick-up. 

On those instruments that have an acceleration pump, 
economy settings include a reduction in the output of the pump 
or, in some cases, it is possible to disconnect it altogether. 

The pump consists of a plunger, operated by the throttle 
linkage, which discharges a spurt of petrol into the emulsion 
block when the driver depresses the accelerator rapidly, the 
object being to enrich the mixture temporarily to improve 
acceleration. When economy is the aim, fuel can be saved if 
this refinement is dispensed with, or reduced in effectiveness. On 
the model illustrated, above the float chamber a small cast 
block, through which the plunger passes, can be rotated 180 
degrees to adjust the stroke for summer or winter. The shorter 
summer setting gives greater economy.

British Petroleum—whose Scottish shale 
oil industry, operated by a subsidiary com- 
pany, has been producing around 100,000 
tons a year, though the figure has been 
declining by between 3,000 and 4,000 tons 
annually in the past few years. 

Although the existence of oil in this 
country has been known for centuries, it 
was. only in the period between the wars 
that anything really concrete was done, 
and in 1939 the D’Arcy Exploration Co., 
Ltd., later renamed B.P. Exploration Co., 
Ltd., discovered the Eakring oilfields, in 
Nottinghamshire. Meanwhile test wells 
had been bored in many parts of the 
country—in Dorset, Sussex and 
Berkshire, for example—and in 
Yorkshire where the boring 
revealed, if not oil, a huge 
natural gas reservoir and valu- 
able minerals. _In fact, beth 
extensive potash deposits and 
new seams have © been 
brought to light in the course of 
test bores. 

It was in the Eakring field 
that production of crude oil 
in this country was first put on 
a commercial basis, and in 
1943 the record output of more 
than 110,000 tons was pro- 
duced. The total fell quickly 
in later years, but by water 
injection the output has been 
stabilized. at between 50,000 
and 60,000 tons annually for. the 
past few years. 

Last year new oilfields were 
found at Plungar, Leicester- 
shire, and Egmanton, Notting- 
hamshire, and there are believed 
to be other promising potential 
oilfield areas in the West Mid- 
lands, the south of England, 
the Formby area of Lancashire, 
and in Scotland, But it is 
unlikely that Britain will ever 

a major. oil-producing 
country, and the contribution 
of our home industry, though 
welcome and commercially 
worth while, is no more than a 
drop in the bucket from which 
our petrol and oil must 
flow. In the foreseeable future 
we shall continue to be entirely 
dependent upon oil from 
abroad.

This is particularly remarkable in view of the good 
general condition of the car which the test revealed. It was 
provided: by Brown’s Garage (Loughton), Ltd., 199, High Road, 
Loughton;’ Essex. 

The Standard Vanguard engine fitted was a works replace- 
ment, the original engine having been accidentally damaged by 
the last owner.. The unit was quiet as long as engine speed was 
low,’ whether at tickover or pulling under full throttle. But at 
high-revs there was appreciable “buzzing,” and only a few miles 
on the open were necessary to emphasize the need for an 
overdrive. A higher top gear would not have been a solution, 
since the weight and size of the car placed considerable demands 
on the 2-litre, four cylinder engine with the existing ratio: There 
was Considerable engine noise at around 60 m.p.h. 

The oil consumption was surprisingly heavy in view of the 
fact that the new engine appeared to be relatively young, and was 
said to have covered only 3,000 miles. Oil pressure was very 
high—about 90 Ib sq in at running speeds. 

The suspension damping was efficient, and the car gave a 
comfortable ride with limited pitching, and no excessive roll 
on cornering. In particular, the suspension was quiet, and there 
was no “ banging ” over bad potholes. There was little free play 
in the steering, which was light in slow manceuvring as well as 
when the car was at speed. The car was directionally stable, 
showing no tendency to wander at high speed on a straight road. 

The hand and foot brakes were effective in response to firm 
pedal pressures, but the need for adjustment was shown by 
excessive free travel at the pedal. The clutch also was in need 
of adjustment, and the pedal had to be depressed fully if silent 
gear changes were to be made. The gear change was disappoint- 
ing, since the steering column control—usually a good one on 
this model—lacked precision and was unpleasantly stiff to move. 
There was a limited amount of gear whine in the indirect ratios, 
but the synchromesh was powerful on all three gears. 

A new set of bearings had been fitted in the rear axle, but in 
spite of this the unit was not silent; transmission whine was 
particularly noticeable when the engine was pulling at speeds 
around 30 m.p.h. This may decrease later, when the new bear- 
ings have settled down. 

Other repairs which had been carried out on the car included 
the replacement of the silencer tail pipe, and the renewal of the 
rear engine mounting. The exhaust system was in good condition, 
but the rest of the under body revealed rusting to a slightly 
greater extent than is usual on a car of this age. 

Two minor faults were revealed: the response of the-starter 
to the solenoid was not always instantaneous, so that sometimes 
a second attempt was necessary to start the engine; and the 
engine shake which occurred when starting was sometimes 
sufficient to cause the exhaust pipe to knock the chassis at one 
place where there was little clearance. Apart from this, starting 
was good and the choke could soon be returned after a cold start. 

All lights and instruments were in perfect working order, and 
the car’s accessories included a well-adjusted, flat beam foglamp. 
The single-dipping head lights gave a very powerful main beam, 
but the cut-off when dipped was unduly sharp. 

In the rear compartment the parcel shelf behind the back 
seat was badly stained by damp—a common fault of the model. 

Three of the tyres were remoulds; the spare and one other 
were nearly due for replacement, but the other three retained

large tools, such as the jack, were contained with the-spare wheel 
in the lid of the roomy luggage locker, while the small tools were 
housed under the bonnet.

“Contact Pressure the Determining Factor.” _I liked Part 3 
of your “ Methods of the Experts” on Adhesion and the Art of 
Braking, but thought that insufficient emphasis was laid on the 
contact tyre pressure, in relation to different requirements. 

If the tyre wall were infinitely flexible, the contact pressure 
would be to the tyre pressure, which explains why soft 
going conditions are often better met by partial deflation, giving 
both a larger area in contact and lower pressure.

Some 20 years ago, when the R:A.F. were considering grass 
airfields versus runways, we carried out some interesting experi- 
ments to see what weight of aeroplane a good grass airfield would 
carry. A Whitley heavy bomber was fitted with a pair of very 
large wheels and tyres inflated to about 20 Ib sq in. (It could 
not possibly fly with these wheels as they could not be retracted.) 
We tested it against a standard Hart light bomber having tyre 
pressures of 40-50 lb sq in. They were taken to a very wet and 
sticky airfield but with a good grass surface—Odiham. The 
Whitley, weighing about 15 tons, taxied easily across the field 
without damage, unless the pilot slewed it round quickly, when 
centrifugal force caused indentations in the ground. The Hart, 
weighing about-two tons, sank in up to its axle almost at once, 
showing that tyre pressure—and therefore contact pressure— 
was the determining factor—not weight. But, as aeroplanes got 
heavier, the difficulties of retracting and stowing large wheels 
pg so great that high-pressure tyres and runways won hands 

wn.” 

Lower pressure tyres also reduce the tendency to puncture. 
Some 30 years ago we had DH9A light bombers in India and 
the Amman. Punctures due to camel thorn, with their 40-50 Ib 
sq in tyre pressures, were very frequent. For two DH9A 
squadrons in India we used about 60 tyres a month, but when 
low pressure—20 Ib sq in—tvres were substituted, consumption 
dro almost to nil. 

. The contact tyre pressure in a modern car approaches that 
of the most efficient “soft going vehicle”—the camel. This 
form of “Land-Rover” has a contact pressure between his 
hooves and the ground surface of 24 Ib sq in, which explains his 
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good performance. Weight distribution may also help. The 
tendency of modern cars, driving on two back wheels, to carry 
a larger proportion of weight on the front wheels does not help 
cross-crountry performance, such as that required for freak trials, 
grass car parks at point-to-points, and the like. Adhesion of the 
back wheels with ordinary tyres is often lacking, and wheel 
spin breaks the grass surface. This suggests that neither the 
front nor the back is the right place for a relatively heavy engine 
and gear box, and that two-wheel drive has its limitations. 

But, for most people, cross-country performance is a very 
secondary requirement; mostly we want stability, steadiness and 
safety at high speeds on hard, possibly slightly slippery, tarmac 
or concrete roads. The Autocar Road Tests often point out what 
one has found te be correct by pressure experience, that the 
average car at high speeds is steadier and steers better if the 
back wheels have their tyres inflated 4 or 5 lb above standard 
This suggests that higher contact pressures are necessary for this 
condition, which brings us back to the proposal in your leading 
article on the subject, that much more fundamental research and 
experiment are needed to establish the right qualities in design.

I do not think that this firm even claim to be the first 
in the field with any new device, such as if.s., for example. 
Superlative quality is their keynote, even if it means being a 
little behind other manufacturers in getting such modifications 
on the market. A Silver Ghost I used to see regularly had its 
speedometer and other instruments made in the U.S.A.

It is stated im the article 
“Facts Behind Figures” (October 19) that consideration of the 
overall dimensions and turning circle gives a clue to the 
maneeuvrability of a car.

Eyesight and the Driver 


OW good must eyesight be in 

order to drive well? ~ This 

question troubles many motorists 
whose eyesight is less than perfect, while 
the law shows its interest in stipulating 
that the applicant for a driving licence 
should be able, in good daylight, to read 
a car number plate at a distance of 25 
yards. The Visual Welfare. Committee 
of the Association of Optical Practitioners 
has recently completed a research pro- 
ject into this problem of visual acuity, 
the results having been given in the British 
Journal of Physiological Optics. As might 
be expected, the information is highly 
eheciaiteed, and it is pointed out that, 
because acuity is easily measured, there 
is a tendency to magnify its importance 
in comparison with other eyesight vir- 
tues, such as size of visionary field and 
ability to judge speed and distance. 

The purpose of the experiment was to 
find out how poor unaided vision (no 
spectacles) had to be before the ability to 
carry out a driving test was affected. The 
test was a fairly straightforward affair 
round and through pylons, no reversing 
being involved. 

Forty drivers acted as guinea pigs, 23 
of them being opticians, 15 members of 
motor clubs and the remaining two a 
professional driving instructor and his 
son. The opticians were a little older 
that the rest (41.3 years against 36.6); 
the average age was 39.6. The visual 
acuity of them alt was what the optician 
knows as “6/6 Snellen,” measured out 
of doors and with spectacles worn. With- 
out spectacles, it varied from 6/6 to 6/60, 
the latter figure being the worse one; 
the typical optician’s letter card records 

a “best” vision of 6/4.5. 

The reason why these optical techni- 
calities must be dragged in is because 
a 6/18 indoor vision sometimes results 
in its possessor being told that unless he 
wears glasses he will not be eligible for a 
driving licence. This.is often quite un- 
true, because there is a marked difference 
between indoor and outdoor vision. 
Thirty of thirty-nine of the test drivers 
had better vision out of doors, ten being 
able to read letters half the size of those

readable indoors. The improvement is 
because of ‘better illumination on the 
chart and ‘a reduction in pupil size; it is 
not related to the refractive errors of 
vision which spectacles correct. As a 
matter of incidental interest, 6/15 
Snellen, measured out of doors, is re- 
garded as the vision required for driving 
licences. 

The -test course was laid out in the 
Road Research Laboratory grounds at 
Harmondsworth, Middlesex, and was 
taken by 32 of the drivers. They were 
told to drive as if they were late for an 
appointment but knew that the road was 
frequently patrolled by police (a disarm- 
ing comment on motorists!), not exceed- 
ing 30 m.p.h. and treating the pylons as 
if they were concrete. Customary 
scientific precautions were taken to make 
the results valid, and it was found that 
when outdoor vision was better than 
6/15 (the driving licence standard) it did 
not seem to matter whether the driver 
wore his spectacles or not, 

No difference was noted between op- 
ticians and others, nor between those who 
do not always wéar their glasses and 
others of similar vision. The popular 
drivers’ reaction to the test was the ease 
with which they could handle their cars 
without glasses; one driver, whose un- 
aided vision was 6/60 and who had 
never driven before without his. glasses, 
was only 7.75 per cent slower through 
the timed sections than when his vision 
was improved tenfold to 6/6 by donning 
his spectacles. 

This was an unsignposted test. The 
second was ingeniously signposted with 
the aid of the optician’s “ Landolt C”— 
the letter C as a pure circle except for the 
break. The one used was three inches 
in diameter, a size of letter often used

required by licensing authorities. Tuis 
was, of course, to be expected, the diffi- 
culty being pinpointed by two of the 
drivers, whose unaided vision was so poor 
that they had to approach the Landolt C 
so closely that they were forced to reverse 
before they could obey. Admittedly, their 
cars had big turning circles. 

Reaction time tests in this project were 
less satisfactory. The test times were 
related to the accident records of the 
drivers, but this relation was to the 
number of accidents per year instead of 
per mile, and the time basis is unsatisfac- 
tory. However, some interesting points 
emerge from the results. No appreciable 
change in reaction time seemed to occur 
until after 55 years of age, and although 
the drivers involved were very few in 
number, this finding agrees with the work 
of another authority. 

What is termed a “choice reaction 
time” was determined; this meant that 
the subject had to react only when the 
break in a Landolt C was on the left. 
Again the results were not conclusive; 
opticians reacted a little more slowly than 
other drivers and the time plotted against 
driving records revealed nothing. But 
the accident-free drivers were faster than 
the others (0.494sec against 0.566). 

When the test was repeated without 
spectacles it confirmed that poor perform- 
ance accompanies poor vision. It may be 
objected that such a result is an obvious 
expe-.tation, but the fact still needs estab- 
lishing; it is not inconceivable that poor 
vision might be accompanied by a reckless 
determination not to be handicapped, or 
even an unwillingness to admit that vision 
was poor,

RACING “DOWN UNDER” 


Stirling Moss Wins Australian Tourist Trophy 


From an Australian Correspondent 


International meeting at Albert 

Park, Melbourne, brought home 
many lessons both to Australian spec- 
tators and drivers. A five man contingent 
of European drivers headed by Stirling 
Moss and Jean Behra broke all previous 
lap records; Moss, in his sports Maserati 
300S, cut nearly three seconds off the 
record set up last March by Hunt in a 
250F Maserati. 

Stirling Moss won the 100-mile Aus- 
tralian Tourist Trophy, yet his skilful 
performance was relaxed and appeared 
almost nonchalant. Taking corners 
faster than his team mate Behra, also 
driving a Maserati 300S, and the straights 
at over 150 m.p.h., Moss won in 63 min 
24 sec, at an average speed of 94.63 
m.p.h. and lapped all other cars. except- 
ing Behra’s, which came in 47.2- seconds 
later. In the preceding 25-mile scratch 
race, Behra, Moss and Wharton withdrew 
their entries “to give the local boys a 
chance ”—but the race was won by Peter 
Whitehead with a comfortable lead from 
Hunt. 

The meeting began with two curtain 
raisers for local drivers. ‘The 50-mile 
Argus Cup for racing cars, if serving no 
other: purpose, showed the crowd some 
elementary thrills and spills. 

The 25-mile touring car trophy event 
gave local drivers a chance to show what 
they could do in stock models. Leading 
the event—and unluckiest driver of the 
day—Len Lukey, a local silencer special- 
ist, kept his Ford Customline just ahead 
of B. Rice’s Customline throughout the 
first seven laps. Leading by about 30 

ds, he rounded Jaguar Corner for the 
fost time. Baulked by a car he had 
previously lapped, he grazed the inside

curb, bounced across the track and 
ploughed through the hay bales only 400 
yards from the finish. Stan Jones, driv- 
ing a new Holden saloon, came fourth, 
and nye only a winner of his class, 
David McKay in a Simca Elysée showed 
the paces of this car by out-manceuvr- 
ing more powerful cars on the corners. 

Main curtain raiser was the 25-mile 
scratch race for racing cars—the Bryson 
Industries Cup with prizes totalling 
A£300. Although given little chance 
against Reg Parnell and Peter Whitehead, 
both driving Ferrari Super Squalos for 
the first time, great interest was antici- 
pated in a side race between Stan Jones 
and Reg Hunt, both driving Maserati 
250Fs. Since Jones imported his car 
after -Hunt had scooped last season’s 
Australian races on his own, the drivers 
had not met. . Jones drove alone at 
Bathurst and Pt. Wakefield and Hunt 
alone in Melbourne recently. Word had 
got around that both drivers were 
deliberately avoiding each other. 

At the drop of the flag, Hunt and 
Whitehead were first away with Jones 
close to their tails, but at the first corner 
Jones snaked with wheel spin. Hitting 
the curb, he burst a front tyre and 
knocked the wheel back against the 
body, damaging the suspension. 

By the end of the first lap, Peter 
Whitehead had gained a 50-yard lead on 
Hunt; Kevin Neal in Hunt’s - first 
Maserati, an A6SSG model, trailed third, 
closely followed by Ted Gray driving 
Lou Abraham’s Australian-built Tornado, 
and Reg Parnell in the other 3,422 c.c. 
Ferrari. At the end of the third lap, 
Whitehead had increased his lead to 100 
yards, the Tornado had retired and the 
other cars followed in the same order. 
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In the fifth lamp, Whitehead put in his 
fastest lap with a new course record of 
1 min 55.8 sec. With such a gruelling 

ace, all cars but Hunt’s and Neal’s had 
om lapped by Whitehead—including his 
own team mate Parnell, who seemed quite 
happy to remain in fourth position. 

In the Australian Tourist Trophy, 
Stan Jones, listed as driving a Mercedes 
300SL, was scratched and the grid was 
dominated by the scarlet Maseratis and 
Ferraris driven by Moss, Behra, Wharton, 
and Whitehead. Parnell did not enter 
this race, obviously saving his strength 
for the G.P. Reg Hunt rarely drives 
sports cars and the only comparable 
Australian opposition was from Pitt and 
Stillwell in their D-type Jaguars, and 
Stan Coffey in a Ferrari 750A. 

At the start Behra was first away, 
closely followed by Moss and Wharton. 
At the first corner, just after the leading 
cars had passed, Bill Patterson, driving a 
newly imported Cooper-Climax, took the 
curve too fast, bounced against the hay 
bales and landed in the middle of the 
track, remaining stalled while the other 
cars had to pass him on the corner. 

Behra and Moss led the field for two 
laps with Behra ahead. During the third 
lap, Moss took the lead which he never 
lost. The next few laps were unevent- 
ful, with. Moss demons:rating to Aus- 
tralian spectators World Championship 
form. . His times on the corners were 
consistently faster than any other driver, 
including Behra, and by the sixth lap, 
Moss had lapped Lex Davison, who was 
driving. the H.W.M.-Jaguar _ relatively 
slowly. This was to happen twice more 
in the remaining 26 laps and meanwhile, 
a number of the smaller cars made pit 
stops or retired. 

Half-way through the race, Jack Brab- 
ham in his Cooper-Climax had to pull 
into the pits with trouble. This was soon 
rectified, but the delay dropped him from 
3rd to 7th. Stillwell, who had been 
following Moss, Behra and Wharton. 
skidded badly on Jaguar Corner, and 
forfeited fourth position to Pitt’s D-type. 

By the 20th lap, Moss had again lapped 
Davison, and had lapped Stillwell for the 
first time. 

One remarkable display of driving 
came from Behra when he was baulked 
ay a corner by several cars he had 
already lapped. Coming out of the 
corner, he weaved between two-cars on 
the left, cut right across their bows, 
passed the remaining cars on the right, 
and was away down the straight at 100 
m.p.h.-plus before the local boys seemed 
to have noticed what had happened. 

As one expected, this day’s racing was 
definitely in the visitors’ favour, but the 
performance of Hunt and Neal coming 
next to Whitehead in. the racing event 
and Pitt and Stillwell in the T.T. showed 
that, with greater practice, the best 
Australian drivers show a strong potential.

B.R.M. TESTS 


AUSTRALIAN  G.P. 


FURTHER NEWS has been released of 
the recent B.R.M. tests at Monza, when 
C. A: S. Brooks, Roy Salvadori and Ron 
Flockhart covered over 1,000 miles in 
each of the two cars. Both chassis had 
transverse leaf springs at the rear, in- 
stead of the oleo-pneumatic struts used 
previously. This modification called for 
some reduction in the size of the rear fuel 
tank .and slightly increased the overall 
weight of the cars. No. 1 car used the 
same bodywork that has been used this 
season; No. 2 had a modified cockpit and 
tail, giving improved streamlining and 
greater protection for the driver. These 
alterations further -mereased the weight 
of No. 2, but gave an improved top speed. 
Three engines were used during tests, 
variations in valves and valve springs 
receiving considerable attention as these 
have been the greatest single source of 
trouble this season. Both solid and semi- 
solid inlet valves were tested, also a new 
hollow inlet valve which showed promise; 
because of its light weight, it gave im- 
proved performance with less strain on 
the valve springs. New types of pot- 
joints were tested and gave better results 
than those used this season. 

The fastest laps were put in by Brooks, 
who was getting through Vialone flat out 
and reaching 174 m.p.h, on the straight 
past the pits. Roy Salvadori had a slight 
accident on a wet patch under some trees, 
escaping unhurt; the nose of the car was 
damaged. Arising out of the tests, No. 
1 car has been fitted with transverse leaf 
springs at the front as well as at the rear, 
and Ron Flockhart has been testing the 
car recently at Folkingham. 

It seems that, as a result of the tests, 
progress has been made in the road-hold- 
ing, and the troubles which proved 
disastrous in this season’s events have 
largely been eliminated. The tendency to 
over-steer has been reduced, but further 
work is going ahead to produce a greater 
degree of under-steer, which the drivers 
require. The tests appear to have yielded 
some useful information; the only un- 
toward incident, apart from Salvadori’s 
accident, was when Brooks collected a 
pheasant. The B.R.M.’s radiator was 
wrecked, and a local inhabitant made off 
with the remains of the bird! 


THE MAN MOSS AGAIN: Last 
weekend he won the 250-mile Australian 
Grand Prix in the 250F Maserati in record 
time of 156min 15.4sec, with a fastest 
lap in Imin 52.8sec (100.26 m.p.h.). Jean 
Behra, also in a 250F Maserati, came 
second, with a time of 158min 27.4sec. 
The next to finish were Whitehead 
(Ferrari), Hunt (250F Maserati), Jones 
(250F Maserati), P; (Ferrari), Davi- 
son (Ferrari), Whiteford (Lago Talbot) 


and Lukey Sennen Deel Neal’s 
Maserati crashed three laps before the 
finish, and 12 of the 22 starters completed 
the race. 

Brabham’s Cooper-Climax won the 
preceding 25-mile Argus Trophy Race 
from Stilwell’s Jaguar (D-type) by 8.8sec, 
in a race which lasted, for Brabham, 
l6min 35.4sec. The Cooper-Climax’s 
fastest lap was covered in lmin 58.8sec. 
Third place was occupied by Patterson’s 
Cooper-Climax, and fourth by England’s 
Osca. Pitt, in Mrs, Anderson’s D-type 
Jaguar, crashed and caught fire on the 
first corner, but escaped uninjured,
